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President Clark Gives Preliminary Canned Fopds Wesk Report. 


Royel F. Clark, Chairman of the Canned Foods Week Nationel Committee, 
reports thet the success of the 1924 cumpeaign is an illustration of the increasing 
velue of continued publicity. Reports being received by Nationel Chairmen Clark 
and the office et Washington indicate en even larger increase in sales of canned 
foods than were anticipated oy anyone connected with the campaigns 


Not only is this feature encourcging, but eiso the fact that increas~ 
ing numbers of cenners, distributors, brokers, end suppiy men are co¥perating each 
year. Meny are the expressions received from tnem of their entire setisfaction with 
the results of the cempeign in 1924 and their ervression of interest in the coming 
campaigns, as well as assurances of their continued coUperation. 


The finencial support from canners was better in 1924 than in any of 
the previous campaigns, more advertising wes done by the locel committeemen, and 
more red, white, and blue streemers were used tnen ever before. The requisitions 
for supplies were sent in much earlier by the local committees than they had been in 
the preceding campaigns and this enabled the washington office to get supplies in 
the hands of the committees in ample time for the campaign. The reteil grocers who 
codperated, and there were literally thousands that did so, ere more than pleased, 
mend are locking forward with renewed interest to the future campaigns. One reteiler 
meetid he had to re-order canned foods three times during the Week, so as to keep a 
upply on hand. Another one seid his seles on Saturday alone amounted to $975.00. 


There were many splendid redio talks again this year. These reeched 
y thousands more people then the talks given a year ago, owing to the enormous 
Mcreose in the number of radio fans. 


An entirely new fenture of the campeign this yeer was the canned 
Sods luncheon served at men's clubs. For these luncheons, canned foods menus were 
Prepared, and this was .probably the most popular feature of the campaign. It is 
petimeted that nine thousand people partook of the luncheons. 
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A more complete report of the canned Foods Week campaign will be made 
at the Mey meeting of the Borrd of Directors.

There is every indication that the N.C.4. Section meetings, to be 
held in connection with the spring gathering of the Western Canners Association at 
Chicego, will be well ettended.

The progrem of the Pea Section is the first one to be announced thus 
fer. It will consist of an address by President Clark, to be followed by a report 
of claims peid on loeses from canned peas. There will also be a discussion of the 
stetus of pen standards, by Charles H. Hunt, Cnairman of the Pea Standards Committec. 


President Clark will address the General Session of the Western Can- 
ners meeting on Wednesday afternoon, .pril 23. 


Diabetic Foods. 


Sanitariums frequently use cenned foods packed without sugar for dia- 
betic patients, and when this is done, the foods sre sometimes enalyzed to make 
sure that no suger has been edded. Of course all vegetables cor.tein very small 
amounts of sugars and enalysts doing such work ere sometimes misled by the small 
amount of natural sugar oresent in unsweetened procucts. 


The Research Laboretory recently had « letter from the analyst of a 
prominent sanitarium asking for tne explanation of suger found by analysis in 
canned string beens which were claimed by the pec’ser to be unsweetened. Samples 
of the product were also submitted to the leboretory and were found to contain 
Only the emount of suger normal to green beans. [he procuct wes unselted and the 
absence of selt had been misteken for an indication of the presence of a larger 
emount of sugar than the product really conteined. 


Uneuthorized References. 


The National Canners association does not under any circumetances 
give a certificete to any material, machine, or device used in connection with the 
canning industry, or used for eny purpose whetever. 


The Association is sometimes embarrassed by statements of salesmen, 
end even by advertisements which represent that tie ..ssocietion or one of its 
branches has endorsed some mechine or product, or in some wey has given it pre- 
ference. Such statements are alwrys unauthorized end untrue. 


Legislation Affecting Freight Retes and Child Labor. 


The Senate hes just vessed Senrte Bill iio. 2704, without emendment. 
It provides for emending paragreph 3 Section 16 of the Interstete Commerce Act by 
requiring thet claims for demages egrinst carriers not based on overcharges shell 
mee filed with the Conmission within two years from the time demege occurred rnd 
for recovery of overciinrges, action shall be begun or complaint filed within three 
yeers. In cese claim for overcharge has been presented in writing to the crrrier 
Mithin the three veer period, that period will be ertende? to include six menths 
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from the time the cerrier gives notice to the cleiment of whole or partiel disal- 
lowance of his claim. 


The Senete Comnittee on Interstete Commerce has favorably reported 
Senate Bill 2327 for passege. The bill provides for amendment of Section 4 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act so es to furnish some relief to certein sections of this 
country ageinst present excessive freight rates. The section referred to is the 
so-called lony end short haul rule. 


The Judiciery Committee of the House of Representatives hos made a 
fevoreble report on the resolution proposing an emendment to the Constitution to 
give Congress jurisdiction over the industrial employment of children. 


Recent Federal Trede Decisions. 


Three recent court decisions involving cases brought against the 
federel Trace Commission are of interest. 


In the case Of tiie wennen Company, the Court of Appeals held that ea 
manufecturer had the right to refuse to sell to reteil or,anizations, including 
mutual and coUperetive corporetions, at wholesale prices, there being no ettempt 
by the manufacturer to fix tne re-sele price and no discrimination between re- 
tailers or between wholesalers. ()ennen Coroany vs. “ederel Trade Commission, 
Virouit Court of Appeals, Second 15, 


In the cese of the Juvenile Shoe Compar.y, adoption of the name "Juve-~ 
nile Shoe Corporation" by a competitor nanufecturing shoes was hela to be unfair 
competition. (Juvenile Shoe Company vs. Yederel Trede Commission, Circuit Court 
of Appeals, Ninth Civouit, lay 


In the cese of the &.S.Peursell Putter Company, tne Court of Appeals 
held that contrects between the compeny and wi.olessie ceslers by which the letter 
fre given exclusive sale of the company's procuct in certeain territory and agree 
in turn to seil no competing product, without placing eny restrictions on retailers, 
is held not to substentially lessen competition or tend to creete monopoly.

To Canners of Pork and Beans and Kraut. 


The Conference Committee meeting with distributors which wes héld 
in New York City on February 16th, made a number of recommendations regarding 
percentage allowance for spoilage. The canner members of this committee at that 
time distinctly stated that they were not in position to make ony recommendetion 
regarding percentege allowance of either pork and beans or kraut. 


This office has just been advised that some of the distributing 
organizations are putting out a statement recommending certnin aliowances on 
these two produciis. Tnis ennouncement is being ma’e to edvise the canners of 
these products that the National Canners Associrt:cn Conference Committee is not 
& party in anv way to these recommendations. Therefore, any such ennouncements 


are vnauthorized, so fer as the National Canners Ass®2ciation Committee ie con- 
cerned. 
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
